The Mamlatdars of the respective 
Talukas and the Joint Mamlatdars III of Bardez and 
Salcete Talukas have been appointed as the Returning 
Officers .

The duties and responsibilities attached to the 
Observers appointed by the State Election Commission 
shall be as shown below : 


d ) A copy of passport size photograph , may kindly be 

made available to the Commission for the purpose 
of issuing a badge to the Observer. 


a ) To watch the conduct of elections and the counting 

of votes and guide the Returning Officers in 
conducting training classes for polling personnel 
and counting rehearsals. 


e ) The Observer will have to submit to the State 

Election Commission immediately after the last day 
of counting of votes , a brief note containing his 
observations at the time of elections and counting 
alongwith his suggestions, if any. 


b ) To bring to the notice of the State Election 

Commission without any loss of time, irregularities 
if any noticed by him which , according to him may 
have any effec on the conduct of elections in a 
free and fair manner. For this purpose the Observer 
is permitted to use Telephone/ Fax facilities 
available in the Offices of the Returning Officers . 
All such cases should be reported by the Observer 
to the State Election Commission directly and also 
to the Returning Officer separately . 


The Observer will be provided with a vehicle by 
the Returning Officer for the aforesaid work . 
Whenever required and necessary petrol/diesel will 
be supplied to the said vehicle by the Office of the 
Returning Officer /Mamlatdar/ Jt . Mamlatdar of the 
Taluka . 


f) The Observer is entitled to T.A./D.A . as admissible 

under the Rules . The expenditure will be debitable 
to the Budget Head controlled by the State Election 
Commission .
